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How JUbittington being a third time 
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Quen invited the- King and his Royal 
Conſo2t, together with the Ambaſſado2s and 
Pobility of the Court to a ſplendid En⸗ 
tertainment at Guild hall, London; where 
they vouchſafed- to come and; honour the 
City with their Pꝛelence; and were enter; 
tained not only with Pageants and pompous 
Shows, but with all the varieties imagina⸗ 
ble; with muſiek and whatever might be 
thought pleaſing to the Royal Gueſt : and 
inthe Pzcſence-Chamber where the King 
WW Duen, &. dined, the fire was made of 
Cedar, Cinamon and Cypzus; into Which 
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Mate, Cloves and the like;which ſo fragrant 
ly perfumed the place, that the King being 
wonderfully pleaſed thereat, told Sir Rich.

And 
tan your Majeſty, laid he, deſire a fire moze 
pleaſing ? at which voluntary generoſity, the 
Ring, not being a little apy role from 
bis Seat, and taking him in his Arins,ten- 
derly embzacing him, ſaid he, J believe no 
Ring had ever ſuch a Subject 7 and upon 
the returning to his Pallace, did him all the 
honour ſmaginable 5 promiſing ever to e- 
lem him amongtt the fir(t rank of thoſe he. 
held his friend and woze neareſt his heart: 
and ſo highly ſatisfied with his —— 
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Entirtaſyment ; Sir Richard Whittings 
ton Low:MWayoz, carrying the Sword hefoze 
the King, conducted him cur of rhe City:and 
having received the thanks ot the Noble-men 
at parting, who highly commended hig gr: 
nevoſity and greatneſs of Spirit. He re: 
turned to his Charge, and flouriſhing many 
years after ; lived and dyed beloved of all 
men. 
Thus he, who riſing from a mean Eſtate, 
Was three times Londons chiefeſt magiſtrate; 
Fa vour'd of Princes, and belov'd of all; 
For which, him luckey Mbittingtun we call. 
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His Deeds or Acts of Charity in Buildings 
and Gifts were many; the moſt material of 
which I ſhall not ſpare to mention.
